ISTOR1ANS of the ut first learned 
of printing with colored ink* in the 
fourteenth century.

The present practice of selling Weight Fonts of Job type 
at Body type prices and discounts is an innovation on 
the part of all typefounders which, if really understood 
and appreciated by printers, will, undoubtedly, become an 
established custom. It is a step in the right direction and 
beneficial to the printer under all conditions and to the 
typefounder under certain conditions. It will only prove 
beneficial to the typefounder where it results In a liberal 
increase in purchases of Weight Fonts of most-used sizes 
of standard faces. The question has often been raised by 
the printer as to why a higher price was charged for Job 
type than for Body type, when made from the same metal; 
the answer might be. that the reason b the same as that 
of the printer for charging a higher rate for printing one 
token than he does for printing several hundred tokens. 
The make-ready of the typefounder is far more expensive 
than the make-ready of the printer. In the case of Body 
type, it is not infrequent that a series composed of six. 
eight ten, eleven and twelve point sells to the extent of 
one hundred thousand pounds and, occasionally, to the 
extent of one million pounds or more, cast from the same 
matrices, with a very moderate amount of advertising, and 
sold in quantities varying from twenty to five thousand 
pounds. In the case of Job type the series is much larger, 
as a rule, running usually from six point to seventy-two 
point, but the sales, except in rare cases, do not amount 
for all sizes to more than a fraction of the number of 
pounds sold of a single eight or ten point Body type. As 
the expense of designing, cutting, fitting and advertising 
type faces must eventually come out of the sale, a good 
series of six sizes of Body type, although sold at a much 
lower rate than Job type, yields a larger net return to the 
founder than many series of Job type each having perhaps 
fourteen sizes. In European countries small job fonts are 
not provided, the demand there being usually for larger 
fonts, frequently amounting to several hundred pounds 
of a single size. Small fonts have been supplied in this 
country for a long period, owing perhaps to the number 
of new offices that have been established in small and 
undeveloped territory, where small fonts answered the 
requirements of the printer. Competitive conditions have 
also caused all founders to reduce the size of job fonts 
below that established some odd years ago, one founder 
contending that it was better to put up Job type in small 
units and to separate caps from the lower-case, thereby 
enabling the printer to buy either cap or lower-case fonts

1. The subject may be (1) a word : as, Caesar Conquered Gaul; (2) a 
phrase : as, To bear our fate is to conquer it ; (3) a clause : as, That the earth 
is spherical can be demonstrated. 

2. The predicate may be (1) a verb : as, AU our difficulties disappeared; 
(2) a verb phrase : as, The soldiers had been fighting ; (3) a substantive or 
adjective, called the Subjective Complement, joined to the subject by a 
connecting word — a verb — called the Copula : as, The boy became a man. 
The war will be disastrous. 

Note. Copulative verbs are called verbs of Incomplete Predication. 
Verbs which require a complement to denote the receiver of the act are 
also verbs of incomplete predication, and the complement is called an 
Object Complement : as, He injured his health. Verbs that require no com- 
plement are said to be verbs of Complete Predication : as, The earth revolves. 

c. The Subordinate Elements of a sentence are Adjective Elements, 
those that perform the functions of adjectives ; Adverbial Elements, those 
that perform the functions of adverbs; and Objective Elements, those 
that name the receiver of the act denoted by the verb. 

Note. An objective element of a sentence is called the Direct Object 
or simply the Object of the verb. 



6. Classification of Sentences 

Sentences are classified as to form and as to meaning. 
I. In form, sentences are of three kinds : simple, complex, and 
compound. 

a. A Simple Sentence consists of but one proposition. 

b. A Complex Sentence consists of one principal, and one or more sub- 
ordinate propositions : as, They are strong because they think they are 
strong. The first they are strong is the principal proposition; the second

THE DECORATION OF CATALOGUES AND 
SIMILAR PIECES OF PRINTING 

Nearly everyone knows the real purpose of a 
catalogue; it surely is not sent out to exploit the 
personal work of the artist who designed it or the 
typographical mannerisms of the compositor who 
set it up in type; it is really intended to sell, or 
help in selling, a certain line of goods. If all those 
who work in developing a catalogue would re- 
member this simple fact, many mistakes would 
be avoided; however, the mistake does not lie in 
lavishing most artistic thoughts and labor upon 
the catalogue, for these are elements that, rightly 
used, compel success, but it lies in letting some 
one element of the work— even the smallest— get 
out of line with the result sought. The artist may 
lose sight of that result and his work, while nicely 
executed will hurt the catalogue instead of help- 
ing it: while the compositor, bent on carrying out 
some dainty scheme for balancing and harmo- 
nizing different faces of type may be at fault, over- 
looking the larger interests of the work in his 
zeal for typographical propriety; thus let it be 
impressed on everyone now that the catalogue 
is to promote the sale of furniture, or stoves, or
